SATURDAY — EN ROUTE EAST 

Kansas City—7:00 A. M. CST. We leave the Union Station 
via the Santa Fe for Chicago. 

St. Louis—9:55 A. M. CST. 10:55 A. M. St. Louis Daylight 
Time. Leave Union Station via the Baltimore & Ohio's stream¬ 
lined train, "National Limited." 

Chicago—4:00 P. M. CST., 5:00 P. M. Chicago Daylight 
Time. Leave Grand Central Station via the Baltimore & Ohio's 
streamlined train "The Columbian." 

Cincinnati—6:20 P. M. EST. Leave Union Station via 
Baltimore & Ohio's "National Limited."

SUNDAY — WASHINGTON — MT. VERNON

shortly before 8:00 A. M., we transfer direct to the Mayflower 
Hotel, where rooms with private bath will be assigned.

Georgetown, Fort 
Myer, Arlington National Cemetery overlooking the City of 
Washington, Tomb of the Unknown Soldier, The Amphi¬ 
theatre, Alexandria, Christ Church where Lee and Washing¬ 
ton worshiped, Gadsby Tavern, Carlyle House, School attended 
by George Washington and in use today, George Washington 
Masonic Memorial, a scenic trip along the Potomac, Mount 
Vernon, where we inspect the home of Martha and George 
Washington. On our return we stop for a short visit at Lincoln 
Memorial and the Tidal Basin. Dinner at the Mayflower Hotel. 

MONDAY — WASHINGTON — ANNAPOLIS 
STEAMER CRUISE 

Breakfast and luncheon served in hotel dining room. 8:30 
A. M. we leave our hotel for a motor tour, visiting the many 
beautiful public buildings, the Smithsonian Institute, Pan- 
American Building, Bureau of Engraving and Printing, United 
States Supreme Court and the Nation's Capitol. We then visit 
the White House, home of our President. We return to the 
hotel for luncheon. 2:30 P. M. We again board motors for 
a most interesting trip forty miles to Annapolis, Maryland,

and the site of the United States Naval Academy. At the 
Naval Academy we visit the Paul Jones Memorial Chapel 
and Bancroft Hall. After a delightful afternoon, motors take 
us direct to Baltimore, where our group will divide, one group 
being transferred direct to the B. and O. Railroad, Camden 
Street Station, enroute Philadelphia and Atlantic City, the 
other group transferred to the steamer enroute Norfolk and 
Virginia, and will follow the schedule as shown below: 


We board our train and 
leave Baltimore at 5:38 
P. M. Shortly after, we 
have dinner in the dining 
car. After about an hour's 
ride, we arrive in Philadel¬ 
phia where our motor 
coaches are waiting to take 
us direct to Atlantic City 
and the Traymore Hotel. 
The evening will be open to 
enjoy the many pastimes of 
this delightful resort. 

TUESDAY — ATLANTIC 
CITY BOARDWALK 

Today is yours to enjoy 
the most fashionable resort 
hotel in Atlantic City. All 
meals will be served in the 
Traymore's luxurious dining 
room with the entire day 
free to partake of the many 
interesting diversions of¬ 
fered.

Leaving 
our luggage in our state¬ 
rooms, motors take us for a 
delightful trip to Williams¬ 
burg and Colonial Virginia. 
Enroute, we make a brief 
stop at Maritime Museum, 
thence to Williamsburg 
going direct to the Lodge 
where we have an hour to 
relax prior to luncheon. We 
then visit some of the 
famous places recently 
restored by John D. Rocke¬ 
feller, Jr., such as. Gov¬ 
ernor's Palace, Raleigh Tav¬ 
ern and the Capitol, with 
our final stop at William 
and Mary College. You have 
time to explore some of the 
other buildings, if you de¬ 
sire, returning to the Lodge 
not later than 5:00 P. M. 
when we board motors for 
a leisurely trip back to Old 
Point Comfort. On the way 
you will view many historic

tric lights, the beach teeming 
with night bathers and the 
waves issuing an invitation 
for you to join the fun. 

WEDNESDAY—ENR

NEW YORK CITY
